After a nuclear planning mee- 
ting of NATO defence ministers in 
this Bavarian town, Mr. Wei- 
nberger tokl reporters the so- 
called “Star Wars" space defence 
programme was “one of the very 
highest priorities of our gov- 
ernment'’ 

He saidrapid technical progress 
made him confident that SDI res- 
earch would yield a defence sys- 
tem agains’t^Soviet int- 
ercontinental and medium-range 
missiles. - -i— — ~ 


Rebuffing Soviet proposals for 
a nuclear test ban, Mr. Wei- 
nberger said testing would remain 
necessary as long as the West rel- 
ied on atomic weapons and until 
SDI provided a defence shield. 

The 14 NATO ministers made 
no direct mention of SDI or nuc- 
lear testing in their communique 
but expressed strong support for 
the U.S. stance in foe Geneva 
arms control talks 
Mr. Weinberger said he exp- 
ected West Germany to sign an 
SDI participation agreement next 
week very similar to last Dec- 
ember’s U.S. accord with Britain. 

But Bonn Defence Minister 
Manfred Woeraer declined to 
'confirm this, saying be did not 
wish to preempt final neg- 
otiations. — 


Clashes, mark anniversary 
of S. African massacres 


JOHANNESBURG, South Afr- 
ica (AP) — Police dashed with 
crowds in four cities and black 
townships on Friday as the nat- 
ion’s blades commemorated their . 
dead with marches, war dances 
and ‘a strike that left a major chy 
virtually deserted after a night, of . 
violence tint claimed at least 10 
lives across the country. 

Riot squads fired tear gas at 
some 400 mourners on their way 
to a memorial ceremony for 20 
blacksshotdeadbypoliceduriqga 
funeral march a year ago, rep- 
orters on the scene said. 

The dash occurred at Maduna 
Square in Langa township near 
the southern townof Uitenhage — 
the same dusty, ran-down plaza 
where last year’s shooting occ- 


urred. Police, fearing possible 
unrest, had banned blacks from 
gathering on the spot. 

. In Sharpeville near Joh- 
annesburg, police fired tear gas 
and robber bullets at a . crowd mar- 
ching to the burialplace of 69 
blades failed by police in tire I960 
demonstration that came to be 
known as the Sharpeville mas- 
sacre, witnesses said They said 
one person was injured. 

Later, however, tiie police wit- 
hdrew and about 800 youths cle- 
aned the gravs of tiie Sharpeville 
victims. Then they marched thr- 
ough the streets chanting slogans 
including: “We’U shoot foe Boers 
(Afrikaner farmers). The guns wfll 
solve the problem. 


Howe urges 
Greece to 
preserve 
NATO unity 

ATHENS (R) — Britain’s For- 
eign Secretary Sir Geoffrey Howe 
said on Friday that Athens played 
a vital role in NATO and had to 
help preserve solidarity within the 
alliance. 

• In an apparent reference to ter- 
ritorial and other disagreements in 
the Aegean between NATO par- 
tners Greece and Turkey, Mr. 
Howe, who is visiting Greece, said 
members should avoid disputes 
among themselves. ^ 

“Greece, like Britain, must help 
to preserve the chain of strategic 
consensus and political sol- 
idarity,'' he said in a speech at a 
! luncheon of foe British-Hellenic 
(-Chamber of Commerce. 

Greece considers Turkey as foe 
mam military threat against it and’ 
has excluded dialogue with Ank- 
ara as -long as Turkish troops, 
which invaded Cyprus in 1974, 
remain on the island. 

Mr. Howe told Greek Prime 
Minster Andreas Papandreou in 
talks earlier on Friday that foe lat- 
est United Nations efforts to solve 
the Cyprus problem represented 
the bestopportunity for the island, 
foe Britim minister’s spokesman 
told reporters. ■_ • 

But Greek sources said that alt- 
hough Athens still wanted to settle 
Cyprus through the U.N., it con- 
sidered that the organisation's 
newest plan was badly prepared. 

Greek government officials 
contended that a bad solution 
would reward Turkey for its inv- 
asion of Cyprus and encourage it 
to act against Greek islands. 


Arafat blames U.S. for 
‘dead end’ in peace efforts 


ABU DHABI (R) — Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
Chairman Yasser Arafat said on 
Friday the current U-S. attitude 
made a peaceful solution to the 
Middle East conflict impossible. 

Mr. Arafat told Reuters in an 
interview he agreed with a sta- 
tement on Thursday in Cairo by 
King Hussein that peace efforts 
had reached a dead end. 

“I share his opinion that the 
wheels of. peace have reached a 
dead ead, given this hostile Ame- 
rican position and unlimited sup- 
port tor Israel and its occupation 
of Arab lands. 

“Faced with this Israeli- 
American arrogance and stu- 
bbornness there cannot be h cha- 
nce to find a just complete peace- 
in foe region," Mr. Arafat said. 

Mr. Arafat arrived in the Uni- 
ted Arab Emirates (UAE) on 
Wednesday oa his first tour af foe 
Gulf since Jordan decided to end 
political coordination with PLO. 

Mr. Arafat was to leave for 
Cairo on Friday for talks with a 
top United Nations official, a sen- 


ior PLO source said in Cairo. 

Mr. Arafat said King Fahd of 
Saudi Arabia, whom he saw ear- 
liertfais week, and UAE President 
Sheikh Zayed Ibn Sultan Al Nah- 
ayan had reaffirmed their fin- 
ancial support for the PLO and 
were keen to promote the Pal- 
estinian effort in all its aspects, inc- 
luding Paiestmian-Jordanian rel- 
ations. '. 

On the future of relations with 
Jordan, Mr. Arafat said only that 
both sides were committed to the 
1982 Fez Arab peace plan, which 
calls for an independent Pal- 
estinian state. 

“We consider it (foe Fez plan) 
the foundation od which to find 
peace, not Israeli or American 
conditions,” be said. 

Mr. Arafat said his talks with 
Sheikh Zayed had also covered 
the 5 'A -year-old Iran -Iraq war, 
which he described as a great dan- 
ger to the Palestinian cause. 

In Cairo, the PLO chairman was 
to meet Marrack Goulding, U.N.

PARIS (Agencies) — Mid east- 
linked terrorism and foe freeing of 
French hostages in Lebanon were 
top priorities on Friday for Fra- 
nce'^ new government, with Prime 
Minister Jacques Chirac “hor- 
rified by the bestial, inhuman” 

Paris bombing which coincided 
with his appointment. 

- A terrorist group which has cla- 
imed a series of bombings in Paris 
said Friday it set foe bomb which 
killed two people and wounded 28 
in a crowded Champs Elysees 
shopping gallery Thursday eve- 
ning, as Mr. Chirac was making his 
firs t nationwide broadcast fol- 
lowing his appointment as prime 
minister. 

The attack, and a potentially 
lethal nail-bomb defused in a 
subway station, overtook Mr. Chi- 
rac’s announced priority of urgent 
action oh domestic economic iss- 
ues. 

Ata news conference on Friday, 
held weekly by Mr. Chirac, who 
remains mayor of Paris, the new 
prime minister called for an int- 
ensive increase in security mea- 
sures, particularly searches, in 
public places and major rei- 
nforcement of international coo- 
peration against terrorism. 


Mr. Chirac’s first act after tak- 
ing over as prime minister Thu- 
rsday night from foe outgoing 
Laurent Fabius. was to visit foe 
site of Thursday’s bomb attack. 

Action against urban guerrillas 
was expected to be among the 
matters discussed at the new 
RPRyUDF conservative gov- 
ernment’s first cabinet meeting in 
the Elysee Palace on Saturday 
under Socialist President Mit- 
terrand (See page 4). 

The historic session will mark 
another step in a “cohabitation" 
unprecedented since General 
Charles de Gaulle founded the 
Fifth Republic in 1958. 

On Friday, Mr. Chirac's first 
distinguished foreign visitor was 
scheduled to be United States Sec- 
retary of State George Shultz, 
here at the start of a four-nation 
European tour. 

Not only is Mr. Chirac faced 
with a ideologically hostile pre- 
sident and a fragile majority, but 
the lives of at least seven Fre- 
nchmen held by extremists in 
Lebanon remain at risk. Their 
kidnappers demand a change in 
France’s Middle East policy (See 
page 2 ).

Sharif Zaid was received by Gen.

council. He also held talks with 
Sudanese Prime Minister JazouK 
Dafa’allah. 

Gen. Swareddahab, in his talks 
with Gen. Sharif Zaid, praised the 
King and His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan for sup- 
porting Sudan and bailed Jordan’s 
position towards foe famine-hit 
country, the Jordanian News 
Agency. Petra, reported. Gen. 
Sharif Zaid also visited Sudanese 
military positions. 


Arab League marks 
41st anniversary 

AMMAN (Petra) — Today, Sat- 
urday, marks the 41st anniversary 
of the establishment of the Arab 
League. In March 1945. foe Arab 
League's Charter was drawn up 
and defined foe league as an org- 
anisation aimed at strengthening 
ties among Arab countries and 
coordinating political plans to ach- 
ieve cooperation among them, 
preserving their independence 
and sovereignty. The league 
works through several bodies in 
the form of councils and com- 
mittees at the top of Much is the 
league council, which groups rep- 
resentatives of member countries.. 

The council is entrusted with ach- 
ieving the goals of foe Arab Lea- 
gue as welt as observing tire imp- 
lementation of agreements signed 
among member countries in var- 
ious fields. The council also ass- 


umes a mediatory role in disputes 
among league members. 

Since its establishment, the 
Arab League has been active in 
various fields to achieve coo- 
peration among Arab countries 
and has been able, on many occ- 
asions, to make its presence felt fa 
the international scene. 

Arab organisations and unions 
and joint Arab companies in 
Amman issued a statement on 
Friday on the occasion of the lea- 
gue’s anniversary. The statement 
said that the establishment of the 
Arab League has contributed to a 
great extent to strengthening ties 
among Arab countries and und- 
erscoring foe inevitability of Arab 
solidarity in foe face erf 'all cha- 
llenges and in defence of the 
Arabs’ existence and future. 


Iraq says 6 peaks 
recaptured in north 


BAHRAIN (R) — Iraq said on 
Friday it hadre taken six mountain 
peaks on foe northern Gulf war 
front as Iran reported another art- 
illery attack on Iraq's main naval 
base. 

In Baghdad, a high command 
communique said Iraqi troops, 
aided by Kurdish fighters and 
backed by artillery, had won beck 
six border peaks in foe Peojwin 
area. It said Iran had had “a foo- 
thold” on foe peaks since 1983. 

The Iranian news agency IRNA 
reported exchanges of fire in sev- 
eral areas, including Penjwin , dur- 
ing which it said some Iraqi bun- 
kers and observation posts were 
destroyed. 

IRNA, quoting another Iranian 
military communique, said Ira- 
nian' forces subjected the jetty at 
Iraq's main naval base at Umm Al 
Qasr.on the southern front, to art- 
illery fire which caused “con- 
siderable casualties and losses." 

Tehran Radio reported on Tue- 
sday that Iranian artillery fire had 


damaged foe naval base and jetty 
beyond repair. An Iraqi military 
source denied foe claim as “totally 
false”.

Clandestine group claims 
Paris explosion, demands 
release of 5 prisoners 


BEIRUT (AP) — An und- 
erground leftist group claimed 
responsibility on Friday for the 
bomb explosion that killed two 
persons and wounded 28 others in 
Paris and threatened to stage sim- 
ilar bombings in Rome. 

Hie “Committee for the Def- 
ence of Arab and Middle Eastern 
Political Prisoners in Europe” 
made its claim in a type-written 
statement delivered to an int- 
ernational news agency in Beirut. 

“Freedom for Georges Ibrahim 
Abdallah, Varoujian Garb id ji an 
and Anis Naccache — or more 
bombs and victims in the streets of 
Paris.” the statement said. The 
three are held in French prisons. 

A bomb blast on Thursday fas 
Jacques Chirac took office as Fra- 
nce’s new prime minister, lulled 
two men and wounded 29 other 
people in a shopping arcade in 
central Paris. 

A second device has defused in 
the city’s Chatelet metro station. 

The same group d aimed res- 
ponsibility for a bomb blast in fi 
high-speed train travelling south 
from Paris on Monday. 

It demanded the release of tiie 


e prisoners jat 
two others in Rome as foe “sole 
condition to stop our blows ” 

Naccache lea a five-man ass- 
assination squad that attempted to 
kill former Iranian Prime Minister 
Shahpour Bakhtiar in Paris in 
July, 1 980. He is serving a life pri- 
son sentence. 

Abdallah is suspected leader of 
the Lebanese Armed Rev- 
olutionary Factions who was arr- 
ested in Lyon in October, 1984. 
He was convicted of minor cha- 
rges related to forged identity 
papera and is being held for fur- 
ther investigation. 

Garbidjian, a member of the 
Armenian Secret Army for the 
Liberation of Armnenia, con- 
victed in the July 7. 1983, bom- 
bing of the Turkish Airlines ticket 
counter at Paris’ Orly airport. 
Seven people were killed and 55 
others injured m the attack. Gar- 
bidjian also is serving a fife sen- 
tence.

Iranian group released a video 
film of three hostages pleading 
with the French government to 
secure their freedom. 

In their message to Mr. Mit- 
terrand, the embassy employees 


said they were sure he had heard

despair and weariness are a cry of 
distress which our companions, at

nationals?" it added.

Ozal begins 4-day visit to Iraq 


ISTANBUL (R) — Turkish Prime 
Minister Turgut Ozal began a 
four-day visit to Iraq Friday, say- 
ing Turkey would not try to med- 
iate in the Gulf war. 

He told a news conference med- 
iation was possible only if Iran and 
Iraq, which border Turkey, sought 
it. He said there had been no req- 
uest so far. 

Mr. OzaTs second visit to Bag- 
hdad since he took power in 1983 
is expected to be dominated by the 
Gulf war and trade links, Turkish 
and Iraqi officials in Ankara said. 

Turkey has stayed neutral in the 
516-year conflict, but has come 
under pressure from mostly Arab 
states to mediate. Turkish ships 
have been attacked m the Gulf by 
both sides. 


Mr. Ozal noted that Turkey had 
political and economic ties with 
Iran, which he has visited twice, as 
well as Iraq. 

Iraq's First Deputy Prime Min- 
ister Taha Yassin Ramadan, who 
will have talks with Mr. Ozal, was 
quoted by the Turkish daily Hur- 
riyet as expressing concern about 
Turkish neutrality. 

“It is not possible for us to acc- 
ept any act by any country which 
renders strength to Iran... we do 
not attack Turkish interests. We 
have never done this," Mr. Ram- 
adan was quoted as saying in an 
interview. 

“We attack I ranian interests. 
Maybe at that time Turkish ships 
represented Iranian interests,” he 
adbed. 


Mr. Ozal was accompanied by 
Finance Minister Ahmet Kur- 
tcebe Alptemocin and some 120 
businessmen seeking new orders 
from Baghdad. 

Turkish contracts in Iraq are 
valued at some 5900 million. 

Mr. Ozal and Mr. Ramadan will 
discuss issues, including the con- 
struction, already under way, of a 
second pipeline to take Iraqi oQ to 
liirkey, and Turkey’s planned 
purchase of electricity from Iraq. 

A pipeline from Kirkuk to Tur- 
key’s Mediterranean coast has 
been Iraq's main oil export outlet 
since its main Gulf ports were do- 
sed soon after the war started, and 
after Syria, which backs Iran, do- 
sed a pipeline across its territory.

BEIRUT (Agencies) — Prime 
Minister Rashid Karami was rep- 
orted Friday to have pleaded with 
Pope John Paul n to use his good 
offices with the United States to 
make Israel withdraw its occ- 
upation forces from South Leb- 
anon. 

His reported move coincided 
with renewed dashes between 
Shfite Muslim Commandos and 
Israeli-allied Falangist militiamen 
in South Lebanon. 

In ths central mountains, Fal- 
angist units of the army battled 
with heavy artillery against 
Syrian-backed leftists seeking to 
oust President Amin Gemayel. 

- Falangist radio stations said 
shells and rockets "rainecT on 10 
towns in the Falangist hinterland 
north east of Beirut from positions 
in the Syrian-controlled mou- 
ntains. 

Targets included Mr. Gem- 
ayeTs hometown of Bikfaya as 
well as the fashionable summer 
resort towns of Brmmnana, Baa- 
bdat, Ein Saadeh and Man- 
sourieh, radios said. 

Police had no immediate report 
of casualties. But Falangist radios 
advised the population to take 
shelter in basements and bunkers. 

Beirut’s conservative AI Anwar 
daily said Mr. Karami, a Sunni 
Muslim, made his plea in a letter 
carried to the Roman Catholic 
Pontiff by a Vatican envoy, Mon- 
signor Luigi Giatti. 

Giatti wound up two weeks of 
talks with Lebanon’s Muslim and 
Christian leaders Thursday and 
flew to Rome to report to the Pope 
on his effort to halt Lebanon's 
11 -year-old civil war. 

“Until when is the United Sta- 
tes going to persist in supporting 
three million Jews against 1 50 mil- 
lion Arabs?" Mr. Karami was 
quoted as saying in the message. 

Israel controls a self- 
prod aimed “security belt” north 
of its border in South Lebanon. It 
was set up last June when Israel 
withdrew the bulk of its army 
three years after invading Leb- 
anon. 

Shfite Mustims and leftists have 
since launched a guerrilla war to 
drive the Israelis and their mainly 
Falangist militia allies of the South 
Lebanon Army (SLA) from their 


last foothold in Lebanon- 

The latest commando operation 
was d aimed by the Islamic Res- 
istance Front.

That attack triggered a six-day 
sweep by 1 300 Israeli troops with 
t»n1fg and gunships through 20 
Shfite Muslim villages north of 
the buffer zone. 

That was Israel's heaviest rep- 
risal against Shfite villages in 
U.N.-policed South Lebanon 
since last June's pullout. 

Israel Radio said SLA mil- 
itiamen killed four commandos 
while trying to infiltrate into nor- 
thern Israel Thursday. 

U.N. spokesmen also said SLA 
gunners pounded two Shfite vil- 
lages in the South with artillery 
Thursday after Katyusha rockets 
were fired at an SLA command 
post in the village of Bint Jbeil 
inside the security zone. 

In Beirut, militia snipers due- 
lled sporadically across the city’s 
dividing Green Line. Police said 
five civilians were wounded in the 
' early morning outbreak. 

'One man was lolled and four 
others were wounded in overnight 
artillery battles between Christian 
army units defending President 
Amin GemayeTs hometown .of 
Bikfaya and Syrian-backed mil- 
itiamen in the central mountains. 

The fighting tapered off at day- 
break and then picked up again 
around key crossroads leading to 
Bikfaya, 16 kilometres north east 
of Beirut in the Christian hea- 
rtland, police reported. 

Meanwhile, a leader of the Mus- 
lim fundamentalist Hizbollah 
(Party of God) attacked Pope 
John Paul’s peace moves in Leb- 
anon in an interview published 
Friday.

help them resist any step towards a 
solution in (Lebanon).”

The emissaries made no visible 
progress in efforts to restore con- 
fidence between Mr. Gemayel and 
Syrian leader Hafez AI Assad fol- 
lowing the January collapse of a 
militia peace pact signed in Dam- 
ascus late last year.

.angist signatory who was ousted 
by Mr. Gemayel and rebel militia 
chief Samir Geagea, this, week 
described the Vatican peace drive 
as “religious meddling." 

Amin said of the peace pact that 
Hizbollah rejected “any dialogue 
with criminals and Israelis,” but 
favoured “ending the state of ins- 
ecurity so that Lebanon could con- 
front Israel." 


Hizbollah has refused to take 
part in a “strike force" of 1 0 pro- 
Syrian militias that deployed in 
Muslim-controlled west Beirut on 
Wednesday to help troops and 
police keep order. 

“We are not part of the problem 
in west Beirut and so not part of its 
solution, Amin said, but stressed 
that Hizbollah was ready to coo- 
perate with any security measures. 

The strike force is designed to 
stop inter- militia battles and curb 
a wave of car thefts, robberies and 
kidnappings, many of them tar- 
geting-west Beirut Christians. 

“ What is happening in west Bei- 
rut against Christians who are not 
criminals is unjustifiable,” Amin 
said, blaming local and foreign 
intelligence services for “sowing 
anarchy there.” 

The bearded 33-year-old cleric 
said the solution to Lebanon’s 
decade-long crisis lay in “the str- 
uggle against Israel and the dow- 
nfall of (Lebanon's) rotten reg- 
ime.” 

The Lebanese people should be 
granted “tile right to decide their 
fate according to the rules of num- 
erical majority applied thr- 
oughout the world," he said and 
called for war against the political 
power of the Maronite minority.

Col. Garang. leader of the 
Sudan People’s Liberation Army 
(SPLA), was speaking at the ope- 
ning session Thursday of talks 
between the SPLA and a grouping 
of pro-government rade union?, 
and political parties. 

The rebel chief said the SPLA 
would not allow general elections 
planned for next month to go 
ahead in the south because his 
movement had not been consulted 
in the matter. . 

“There wDl be no ceasefire hi 
the south and elections wfll not be 
allowed,” be told the meeting in 
this lakeside resort 1 00 kilometres 
south east of Addis Ababa. 

The elections ore intended to 
establish a new government to 
replace the Transitional Military 
Council (TMC) beaded by Gen. 
Abdul Rahman Swareddahah. 
who took power in ’a coup last 
April. 

Col. Garang said tbat if the ele- 
ctions did take place in the north 
as planned, he would consider 
them “fake and partial” and unr- 
epresentative of the wishes of the 
Sudanese people. 

The SPLA “would never hold 
taller with the Sudanese military 
clique that still pursues the dis- 
credited policy of the defunct reg- 
ime (of ousted leader Jaafar Num- 
eiri) ” he added. 

The SPLA is fighting for reg- 
ional autonomy which was gra- 
nted by Numeiri in 1972 but later 
revoked. 

Col. Garang accused Gen. Swa- 
reddahab of intensifying the war 
in the south while at the same time 
calling for a ceasefire and peace 
talks. A fo reign-owned, Soviet- 
buflt Tupolev-22 bombed sou- 
thern Sudan for three days, last 
week Ixit caused little damage, he 
said. . 

Col. Garang set five conditions 
for any dialogue with the Kha- 
rtoum authorities: 

— lifting the Muslim Sharia 
Law which isanatheraa to tiie Chr- 
istian and animist south 

— Talks must focus on the prbr 
blems of Sudan as a whole and not 
only those of the south 

— The state of emergency most 
be lifted 



— Cancellation of defence pacts 
with foreign powers under which 
outsiders could interfere in 
Sudan’s internal affairs 

— The Transitional Military 
Council must resign after a mee- 
ting of national reconciliation is 
held. 

Col. Garang is based in Addis 
Ababa and tiie Sudanese gov- ™ 
eminent has frequently accused 
Ethiopia of actively backing the 
rebels. 

But Col. Garang denied this. 

The talks between the SPLA 
and representatives of the Nat- 
ional Alliance for the salvation of 
the country' were postponed for 
several days because of a dispute 
over membership of the rebel

AMMAN (j.T.) — His Royffl 
Highness. Crown Prince Hassan 
Thursday attended a celebration 
held by the.

Present with Prince Hasan was 
the commander of the Prince Has- 
san banalhon of die Pakistan 
Armed Forces, now on a visit to 
Jordan- at the head of a militar y 
delegation. 

Prince Hassan inspected- the 
troops and then a ceremony was 
held to handover the standard of 
One of the division’s units to the 
Pakistani battalfion. The com- 
mander of the Pakistani battalboo 
made a speech on die twinning of 
the two battalfions and he said that 
this link illustrates the strong ties 
between the armed forces and the- 
peoples of both countries. 

The twinning was carried out 


upon the directives of Prince Has- 
san. At the. end of the visit, the 
commanders of the -Jordanian and 
Pakistani units presented gifts to 
Prince Hassan on his 39th' bir- 
thday. .

Five die as bus overturns

from Egypt and was beading for Baghdad when bad weather and 
overfeeding caused it to overturn on die desert road. The dead 
and injured people were rushed by public security 'and civil def- 
ence vehicles to AJ Bashir Hospital- 

Jordan, Syria discuss economic ties 

AMMAN (Petra) — The Jordaman-Syrian economic committee 
has opened meetings in Amman to disaiss further facilities for the 
exchange of goods and means erf bolstering economic and trade 
ties between the two countries. The meetings, expected to last 
several days, are oo-chairedby Undersecretary of die Ministry of 
Industry and Trade Mohammad A1 Saqqaf and his Syrian cou- 
nterpart Ahmad A! Dabbas. 'According to a committee spo- 
kesman, the two sides are discussing effective solutions for pro- 
blems of bank transfers for settling payments of the cost of goods 
imported by either side and die establishment of trade centres for 
each country in the capital of the other.

AMMAN (Petra) — Lower House members Wasfi Mirza and 
Ismail Hgazi Thursday left for Rabat to take part in the three-day 
meetmgs of the ArabAfrican dialogue conference, due to be held 
there on Saturday. The conference will discuss means of con- 
solidating Arab parliamentary relations and coordinating Afro- 
Arab activities in intemational parliamentary meetings and exc- 
- -hanging legislative expertise. The conference will also discuss a 
number of issues of interest to Arab andAfrican parliamentarians 
in die political and economica] fields inicuding toe Palestine que- 
stion mid means of settling foreign debts. . 

Joint team to set up meat, fodder projects 

AMMAN (Petra) — A Jordaman-Egyptian committee has dec- 
idedto setup two joint projects for the production of meat and 
fodder. A statement issued at the end of the committee’s meeting 
in. Amman said that a project for pnxlncing lean, meat will be 
established in Egypt and one for the production of fodder will be 
established in the south eastern parts of Jordan. Each project is 
expected to cost S12 million, the statement added. - 

Hawamdeh chairs public? works meeting 

AMMAN (Petra) — A meeting to review general plans for dep- 
artments of public works in the. Kingdom was held Thursday, 
evening under the chair manship of Minister of Public Works 
Mahmou d AJ Hawamdeh. The heads of public works dep- 
artments attendin g the meeting discussed obstacles impeding the 
imp) ementetkmof certain ongoing projects and the requirements 
for the implementation of the projects.. 


Haddadin outlines JVA activities 


AMMAN (Petra) — Government 
expenditure ou the Jordan Valley 
Authority (JVA) has been JD 

182.8 million, divided between 
the two phases, in addition to JD 

20.8 million for capital and ope- 
rational expenses and JD 17 3 mil- 
lion to cover recurrent costs, inc- 
luding staff salaries, allowances 
‘and other costs, JVA President 
Mnnther Haddadin has said. 

In an interview with the Jor- 
danian News Agency, Petra, Dr. 
Haddadin said the JVA was est- 
ablished in 1977 to be responsible 
for developing the Jordan Valley 
region bom econo micaUy and soc- 
ially. To achieve this, the JVA had 
to develop water resources in the 
Jordan Valley and expoht them 

for agricultural, household and 

industrial purposes, in addition to 
generating electricity. The aut- 
hority also had to develop, protect 
1 and improve the environment and 
conditions in the valley to perform 
all relevant works such as studies, 
designs and construction for road 
networks, including all main and 
village roads. 

Dr. Haddadm also said the JVA 
has tried to develop tourism and 
define touristic rites and att- 
ractions and to establish touristic 
and recreational facilities. Also, 
the JVA has established national 
institutions to contribute eff- 
ectively to developing the valley. 

Speaking about the authority’s 
achievements. Dr. Haddadin said 1 
that it completed the construction 
of the King Tala! Dam in 1980 
which is used to irrigate an area of 

17,000 donums and has also ext-' 
ended the East Ghor Canal by 18 
kilometres to increase the area of 
irrigated land by 37,000 dumims. 

Dr. Haddadin explained that 
the JVA’s projects were divided 
into two stages; the first costing 
JD 893 million, of which J D 793 
were government expenditure, J D 
5 million capital and operational 
expenses and JD 43 million rec- 
urrent costs.'Costs of the second 
stage amounted to JD 1313 mil- 
lion. of which JD 1033 million 
were government expenditure and 
JD 153 milli on capital and ope- 
rational costs and JD 12.7 million 
were recurrent costs. 

Phase one 

Projects in the first phase cov- 
ered the water resources sector 
and these cost JD 25.7 million of 
which J D 17 milfioc was from for- 
/tign financiers. Projects in this 
sector included: The. King Tala! 
Dam. which has a storage capacity 
of 56 million cubic metres, pro- 
tecting ground -water "reserves, 
preparations for the extraction 
‘-of • Maq areif -danf and conducting 
ieasibility^tudieS fo^fifedition 
technical studies. 

Projects for irrigation and dra- ' 
inage cost some JD 21 million, JD 
12 miffion of which came through 
foreign financiers. Projects in this 
sector included an extension of 18 
kilometres to the East ‘Ghor 
Canal, the Zanqa River project, 
the Husban-Kafrain irrigation 
project, the north-east Jordan 
Valley irrigation project, the Wadi 


Arba irrigation project, supply of 
irrigation equipment, ground dra- 


studies fin 1 the south Jordan Val- 
leyproject. 

The rural development and 
public utilities sector cost JD 30.6 
mil B on and projects in this sector 
included ; the organisation of cities 
and villages, construction of sch- 
ools, health centres, government 
departments, complexes, housing, 
electricity and construction of 
roads. - 

The JVA has built 74 schools, 
including 1,184 classrooms cat- 
ering for some 32,600 students. 
The authority also built 15 health 
centres and 13 government dep- 
artment compounds. In the field 
of housing the first stage witnessed 
the construction of 1 388 housing 
units and offered facilities for 
those wishing to utilise these units. 
In tourism, the JVA has und- 
ertaken a study aimed at dev- 
eloping tourism in the Jordan Val- 
ley and south Jordan Valley and 
Wadi Arba and has defined his- 
torical sites and tourist attractions. 
Dr. Haddadin continued. 

In the agricultural field, the 
authority’s role was restricted to 
constructing some factories and 
marketing centres, such as the 
Arida marketing centre. 

Phase two 

In the second [base, the JVA 
spent JD 38 million cm water res- 
ources including the expansion erf 
the King Talal Dam and raising its 
storage capacity of 90 mflfion 
cubic metres. The authority also 
built the Wadi A1 Arba dam, imp- 
lemented the Amman- Deir Alla 
water project, conducted designs 
and studies for Karameh dam and 
the M ukh eibah- Adasiefa canal. 

• In the field of rural dev- 
elopment, the JVA has con- 
structed and furnished 16 schools 
in the south Jordan Valley, a rural 
hospital in A1 Safi village and a 
government department com- 
pound. It has also connected four 
villages to the electricity grid. In 
the field of industry and agr- 
icultural services, the JVA spent 
JD 10.4 million on three mar- 
keting centres in Wadi A1 Yabis, 
South Shouneh and Safi, in add- 
ition to two wooden box factories 
in Arida and Yabis and two tom- 


ato paste factories in Arida and 
Safi and cooling warehouses in 
Arida. 

Then and now 

Dr. Haddadin then went on to 
co op are die situation in the Jor- 
dan Valley in 1973, before the 
establishment of the J VA,and the 
situation in 1984. He said that 
between 1973 and 1984, pop- 
ulation increased from 64,000 to 

145,000 and the number of school 
children from 12,000 to 32,000. 
The number of houses in the Jor- 
dan Valley increased from 1 1,000 
to 26,000 and the number of hea- 
lth centres from 2 to 15. 

The comparison also revealed 
thatin 1973only 10 per cent of the 
population bad access to water 
ana electricity while in 1984 100 
per cent and 90 per cent res- 
pectively ahd access to water and 
electricity. 

The number of banks jumped 
from one to nine and the number 
of municipal and village councils- 
rose from 3 to 39, Dr. Haddadin 
continued. The production of veg- 
etables and fruits also jumped sig- 
nificantly and the production 
value rose from JD 53 million in 
1973 to JD 52 million in 1984, he 
said. 

Dr. Haddadin added that the 
JVA has recently been in charge 
of providing drinking water for 
some gpvemorates. As a result of 
a meeting held on June 14, 1979 
under the chairmanship of His 
Majesty King Hussein and att- 
ended by the prime minister and 
other officials, it was decided that 
the Amman-Azraq water supply 
project be implemented as a quick 
solution to the water crisis in 
Amman. It was also decided that a 
bigger project be implemented to 
meet the increasing demand for 
water in all villages and cities from 
WaJa in the south to Zanqa river in 
the north. Hopes were then pin- 
ned to the construction of Maq- 
aren' dam on the Yarmouk. In a 
subsequent meeting it was decided 
that the JVA be entrusted with 
carrying out this project, the JVA 
president said. 

.Dr. Haddadin added that the 
JVA has spent JD 663 million on 
water supply projects during the 
period from 1973 to 1984.

Music of words, magic of silence

AMMAN — “La Musica sta- 
rring Gaynor Peridakis, Philippe 
Le Gal, and Marie- Madeleine 
Mubaideen and written by the 
famous French writer Marguerite 
Doras, is a story erf a relationship 
between a man and a woman. 

After seven years of marriage 
and two years of separation they 
meet by chance at a play, a few 
hours before their divorce is to be 
finalised 

- When the play begins the aud- 
ience- does not know anything 
about the actors lives. Nor is their 
curiosity satisfied as the play pro- 
gresses. All that is discovered is 
that he is an architect and loves his 
work and she does not work and 
will be going to the United States 
after the divorce. Also both live 
with different people. 

Very simple words are used dar- 
ing the play; “La Musica” is the 
music of words and the magic of 


silence. For Duras there are only 
bodies and words, said Philippe Le 
Gal, who in addition to acting 
produced the play. Relationships 
are based on words and silence; 
the distance between - the cha- 
racters can not be described exc- 
ept by the silences between them, 
he said. 

“La Musica” is not a theatrical 
play as we understand it. There is 
absolutely no action. Before it is a 
play it is a text “Every word must 
be listened to, and even for French 
people it is not so easy to und- 
erstand because there are no con- 
crete elements,” said Philippe. 
The words though simple are full 
of violence. And even though one 
word can ends the play, the word is 
not ottered until die end. The 
game which lovers play is -like 
music going up and down, said 
PhiKppe. It may indicate that even 
people who are about to be div- 
orced need one word, one smile, 
one physical movement to know

Jordan marks 18th anniversary 
of battle at Karameh

AMMAN — Jordan Friday celebrated the 18th ann- 
iversary of the Battle of Karameh during which the 
Jordanian Armed Forces repelled an Israeli invasion 
across the River Jordan and won a decisive victory. 


Armed Forces Commander in 
Chief Genera] Sharif Zaid Ibn 
Shaker patronised the main cer- 
emony to mark the occasion and 
this was held near the Unknown 
Soldier's Monument where the 
historic battle took place. The 
Armed Forces commander, tog- 
ether with high-ranking officers, 
laid wreaths at the Martyr’s Mon- 
ument 

At the outset of the ceremony, 
the Armed Forces mufti delivered 
a speech in which he praised die 


’Jordanian forces and servicemen 
on their heroic fight in 1 968 and 
paid tribute to the martyrs who fell 
during the battle. Following the 
speech, buglets played the beat of 
the last retreat and the crowd pra- 
yed for the martyr's souls: 

Jordan Television earlier scr- 
eened a documentary on the battle 
during which martyrs' names were 
read out and high-ranking off- 
icers, who took part in the battle, 
reviewed accounts of the fight. 
The Armed Forces, side by side 


with the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO), fought in the 
battle to defeat the Israelis. 

Attending the ceremony were 
Balqa Governor Me j him Khr- - 
eisha , Armed Forces Chief of Staff 
Lt.-Gen. Fathi Abu Taleb. the 
mayor of Shuneh. and high- 
ranking officers.

AMMAN — The Jordanian Press 
Association (JPA) held an ord- 
inary meeting Friday and app- 
roved* the association’s financial 
and administrative reports. 

The meeting, (haired by JPA 
President- Mahmoud Al Kayed, 
discussed different issues per- 
taining to the Jordanian press inc- 
luding die freedom of the press, a 
housing project for Jordanian jou- 
rnalists and a pension fund for ret- 
ired journalists. 

The council's administrative 
report said that the council had 
recently met with Prime Minister 
Zaid Al Rifai who showed und- 
erstanding about the demands and 
needs of the Jordanian press. 

The association also discussed 
the recent change in status of the 
Jordan Press Foundation, which 
owns Al Ra'i and the Jordan 
Times, into a public share holding 
company. Some journalists poi- 
nted out that the change, which is 
also expected to apply to other 
newspapers, could harm the int- 
erests erf journalists since the new 
owners would not necessarily be 
journalists. The JPA approved a 
recommendation to designate the 
council to follow this issue in order 
to make sure that journalists’ int- 
erests would not be affected by the 
process. 

Some new members of the JPA 
protested that their applications to 
be included in the housing plan 
were rejected. But council mem- 
bei^explamed that the rejection: . 
whs bared on “technical bases’* 
and they promised to continue 
efforts to include all association 
members in the housing project.

concern about the fact that retired 
journalists are not entitled to a 
Pension Fund. But the JPA adm- 
inistrative report said that a draft 
pension system for journalist has 
been referred to the Information 
Ministry and the Prime Ministry 
and is expected to be enacted as a 
law soon. , 

Several journalists called on the 
council to help journalists working 
for tiie Jordanian News Agency, 
Petra, by cancelling the Jaw which 
prevents them from working for 
the local newspapers. 

The JPA then endorsed a rec- 
ommendation that the council 
should seek a change of the law to 
allow Petra reporters and editors 
to work for local newspapers and 
publications. 

The JPA administrative report 
also said that the association had 
accepted the membersbip-of 28 
,jqumaJiscsand that therewere 14 
new journalists who registered as 
trainees. ■ s n- 

The journalists also approved 
the association's financial report 
which showed that the JPA had 
cleared all of its debts but that it 
had not collected all of its share of 


revenues from advertisements in 
newspapers and other pub- 
lications. According to the JPA 
law. each Jordanian publication 
has to pay one per cent of the inc- 
ome from published adv- 
ertisments to the association. 

Payments due 

According to the JPA council's 
estimates the three main new- 
spaper publishing companies 
owed the association J D 1 6 .000 in 
1984. (The Jordan Press Fou- 
ndation JD 7.000; the Jordan 
Company for Press and Pub- 
lications, which owns Al Dustour 
and The Jerusalem Star, JD 
6,000) and Al Sha’ab Press and 
Publication Company JD 3,000). 

But according to the report the 
JPA was only able to collect JD 

5,000 and JD 2.000 from the first 
and. second, companies re Sr 
pectively while it received nothing 
to date from Al Sha’ab. 

The report, however, said that 
the council will continue its dia- 
logue with the owners of the new- 
spapers to pay their dues to the 
association.

New information order, national interests versus peoples’ liberty

Last week an article appeared in 
ibis space under the headline 
‘'Third World and die formulation 
of a new information order,” wri- 
tten by Yugoslav Federal Sec- 
retary for Information Ale- 
ksandar Petkovric.In his essay Mr. 
Petkovic reported the latest dev- 
elopments in Hurd World inf- 
ormation management that eme- 
rged during the eighth session of 
the non-aligned countries' 
Inter-Governmental Council for 
Coordinating Cooperation in the 
Field of Information, held earlier - 
this year in Dakar, Senegal. 


The effort to found a "new inf- 
ormation order,” along with the 
corresponding call for a “new int- 
ernational economic order,” has 
been a prominent item on the 
non-aligned agenda for at least IS 
years. It represents a legitimate 
attempt by the Third World to free 
itself from the neo-imperialist 
manacles of continued Western 
domination in the fields of inf- 
ormation, economics and finance. 
Though all non-aligned nations 
have achieved nominal political 
independence, their development 
is sml circumscribed by the pol- 
itical, economic, social, and cul- 
tural environment bequeathed to 
them by their former colonialists. 
The Non-Aligned Movement its- 
elf was created partially in order to 
change this environment, or to cir- 
cumvent and replace it with one 
more responsive to the needs of 


the vast majority of the world's 
population that the Non-Aligned 
Movement represents. 

In this context the paramount 
values of independence, sov- 
ereignty. and integrity promoted 
by the Non-Aligned Movement 
are seemingly unassailable. These 
are reflected and emphasised by 
Mri' Petkovic: “A top priority of 
the nooraljpied movement in the 
domain of information is the dev- 
elopment and ema n c ipati on of 
national systems of infor- 
mation and communication. 
This is a vital element of the faster 
overall development of each cou- 
ntry and it is directly connected 
with the strivings of countries to 
reinforce their independence, 
sovereignty and integrity.” 

The aim of this policy is the 
“suppression of monopolies in the 
fied of information” and the cre- 
ation of the capability to “inform 
one another and foe rest of foe 
world, too, about ourselves, ins- 
tead of letting foe powerful media 
of the most-highly developed 
countries do this in what is usually 
a one-sided and biased maimer ” 
These goals, too, are difficult to 
argue with. Self-respect and self- 
understanding, so critical for dev- 
elopment at both jhe individual 
and national levels, derive from 
self-analysis and are manifested 
and reinforced by self-expresaon 
on the world stage. And as an 
American student of the Middle 
East, I am painfully aware of the 


Prime minister’s job 
could be Chirac’s 


toughest test

PARIS — Jacques Chirac, the 
Gaullist leader designated by Soc- 
ialist President Francois Mit- 
terrand last Tuesday night to form 
a new government, faces what 
could be foe toughest task of his 
career. 

The 53-year-old mayor of Paris 
has a voracious appetite for pol- 
itics and public life but another 
term as prime minister could make 
or break his political career. 

Chirac, a graduate of the Ecole 
Nationaled’ Administration — foe 
school for top civil servants — is 
no stranger to ministerial office. 

His entry into politics came as a 
protege of foe late President Geo- 
rges Pompidou. He became a hou- 
sehold name in the early 1970s as 
a vigorous minister of agriculture, 
defending France's interests in 
European negotiations in Bru- 
ssels. 

He served as prime minister 
under Valery Giscard tTEstaing 
from 1 974 until he resigned after a 
row over his role in 1976. 

Chirac’s political expertise will 
be tested to the limit if be decides 
to take the job and show that a 
right-wing prime minister can 
govern under a Socialist president. 

Those who know Chirac leave 
no doubt about his presidential 
hopes for 1988, when Mit- 
terrand's seven-year mandate 
expires. 

Commentators say his position 
has not been helped by the failure 
of the right-wing alliance to win a 
sweeping majority as it had hoped . 
in the parliamentary elections. 

Chirac knows he would run a 
risk of being affected by fall-out 
from the constitutional chaos 
which some commentators for- 
ecast as a result of “cohabitation” 
between a right-wing prime min- 
ister and a Socialist president. 

He is also aware that his cre- 
dibility among right-wing voters 
may suffer if he is seen to coo- 
perate with Mitterrand, who has 
made it clear he will stay in office. 

A Chirac government would 
have to depend on a handful of 
independent right-wing deputies, 
not all of whom like the idea of 
cohabitation. 

However his popularity is aff- 
ected over the next few months, he 
can take comfort in the fact that 
Raymond Barre, his successor 
under Giscard, was the most unp- 
opular prime minister ever when 
be left office in 1981. 

Barre has recovered to the ext- 
ent that opinion polls regularly 


show voters regard him as the per- 
son most likely to be president in 
1988. 

A tall man who wears smart- 
blue suits and bora-rimmed spe-’ 
ciades, he has an abrasive style, 
which supporters say shows he is- 
clear-thinking and courageous 
and critics call excitable and aut- 
horitarian. 

But they concur on his bou- 
ndless energy and appetite for pol- 
itics. 


Close observers of the Chirac 
phenomenon say that behind the 
aggressive exterior there is a sen- 
sitive, kind man whose interests 
indude Chinese art, French poe- 
try and antiques. 

Chirac, who has been building a 
formidable political machine as 
mayor of Paris since 1977, is no’ 
stranger to controversy. ~ 

When he decided to $tand for 
president in 1981 against the inc- 
umbent Giscard, he was 
of opportunism and even tre- 
achery, and not for the first time. 

Chirac was interior minuter in 
the weeks preceding foe 1 974 pre- 
sidential election and became 
convinced that veteran Gaullist 
Jacques Chaban-Delmas’ can- 
didacy was a disaster. 

He persuaded enough Gaulhsts 
to switch their allegiance, giving 
Giscard victory over Mitterrand 
and leaving Chaban-Delmas out 
in foe cold. 


By 1976 the Gaullists had bec- 
ome a dwindling and disillusioned 
party with an ineffective lea- 
dership when Chirac won control 
of it and transformed it Into an 
important political force. 

An inveterate smoker of Ame- 
rican filter cigarettes, Chirac por-' 
trays restless energy and an ability ' 
to cut through red tape. 

Pompidou once paid tribute to 
the man he nicknamed “the bul- 
ldozer” by saying: “If I wanted a 
tunnel built overnight between my 
apartment and my office, Chirac 
would find a way of doing it.” 
Chirac, who comes from a wea- 
lthy family from the Correze reg- 
ion of central France, was once 
described as a dangerous left- 
winger in police files after he sig- 
ned a Communist-backed petition 
against nuclear weapons during 
his schooldays in foe 1950s. The 
file was later destroyed. 

Still a Lieutenant-Colonel in 
foe French army reserve, he fou- 
ght in the Algerian war of ind- 
ependence. In 1956 he married 
Bernadette Chodron de Courcel, 
daughter of a diplomat. They have 
two daughters. 


limit ations and prejudice afflicting 
Western media coverage of -the 
Arab World, and do not doubt 
that other Third World nations 
and peoples suffer similar dep- 
redations at the hands of outside 
interpreters. 

As Unobjectionable and und- 
erstandable as the non-aligned 
effort in this realm may seem, it 
rests on certain assumptions which 
militate against true progress eit- 
her vis-a-vi4 the media cfthe West 
or in file quest for meaningful nat- 
ional development. These ass- 
umptions arise from the central 
tenets of the Non-Aligned Mov- 
ement, i.e. mutual respect and 
cooperation on the basis of non- 
interference in the internal affairs 
of nations. 

While these principles may 
form a sound basis for relations 
among nations and contribute to a 
reduction in international conflict, 
it is neither necessary nor wise to 
push them into service as a means 
to legitimise “national sources of 
information.'' In light of foe fact 
that the meeting described by Mr. 
Petkovic was attended by the inf- 
ormation ministers of the par- 
ticipating nations, and foe cor- 
responding emphasis on “nat- 
ional” systems and sources of inf- 
ormation and communication, it is 
appropriate to address foe imp- 
lications of media development 
along foe lines envisioned by pro- 
ponents of a “new information 
order.” 

First consider what Mr. Pet- 
kovic does not mention,. In his 
2,000 or so words on the subject. 


file notions of “free speech,” “fre- 
edom of the press” orfree flow of 
information’’ do not appear. Not 
that the ideas of freedom and inc- 
reasing information flow do not 
figure prominently in his dis- 
conrse , but that they do so entirely 
within the national and not the 
individual context. It see os dear 
that the “national and regional 
centres” which figure so pro- 
mmentiy in foe new information 
order will be created and con- 
trolled by their respective national 
governments, and furthermore 
that the various freedoms and pri- 
nciples outlined tty Mr. Petkovic 
apply specifically to governments, 
add not to the people who live 
under them. 

Also avoided by Mr. Petkovic is 
the issue of access to information 
in the Third World. Much, though 
certainly not all, of the bias dis- 
played by foe Western media res- 
ults from severe limitations on 
gaining access to the facts of any 
given situation or event In foe 
absence of supported assertions of 
fact, . cultural bias and speculation 
are able to assume a prominent 
role in the reporting of foe Wes- 
tern media. 

Furthermore, while foe aim of 
seeking to emancipate national 
systems of information may be 
assumed to be foe achievement of 
more balanced, fair and accurate 
media coverage of the Third 
World, this is- nowhere explicit in 
Mr. Petkovic’ s essay. Can the 
truth-seeking intent of the new 
information order be taken for 
granted, or is this a firmly-veiled 


attempt to subordinate the media 
to government purposes without 
asking too many questions about 
what those purposes are? 

Second, the p-mpharis on and 


support for national systems wiD 

trad to ensure that the '‘sup- 


pression of monopolies” (Le. the 
Western media monopoly) are 
simply replaced by government 
monopolies in the information 
gathering and distribution pro- 
cess. Though it may be eminently 
reasonable to support foe sov- 
ereignty of nation-states and gov- 
ernments on the basis of non- 
interference in internal affairs.it is 
■both unreasonably and non- 
sensical to rely on those same gov- 
ernments for accurate, critically 
obtained evaluations of internal 
.activities. For example, to enc- 
ourage information systems in the 
Third World “to support and mon- 
itor the development programmes 
and prforities.crf these countries on 
file principles of freedom, ind- 
ependence, sovereignty and non- 
interference in the internal affairs 
of countries” is not likely, in pra- 
ctice, to result m either project 
success or ' the kind of int- 
ernational confidence necessary 
for continued development aid 
from foe international com- 
munity. National and gov- 
ernmental self-interest will nat- 
urally obviate critical reporting. 

Finally the maintenance of rel- 
ations with other states , on foe 
basis of mutual respect and coo- 
peration is not necessarily enh- 
anced by self-serving gov- 
ernmental domination of national 


media. Because information gen- 
erated under such conditions wffl 
often be unreliable, it w31 be sub- 
ject to the same distortion and / 
speculation which now afiScts 
rnnrh of the Western media m its 
Thhd World coverage- Open to 

governmental manipulation, the 
new information order could cre- 
ate suspicion and mistrust pro- 
foundly harmful to foe cause of 
international understanding - and 
cooperation. 

The Non-Aligned Movement 
often comes under attack for ref- 
using to distinguish between good 
and bad governments. Its wil- 
lingness to reserve judgment on 
such sensitive and relative issues, 
however, is also tiie main source of ,? 
its strength as an international 
organisation. Nevertheless, there 
are both good and bad gov-* 
era men ts in foe world, and all 
governments share certain und- 


esirable characteristics by their 
after all, 


very nature. They are. __ 
instruments for controlling lives of 
people. Since this control may be 
exploited for purposes both good 
and bad. it is perhaps unwise to 
support policies which increase 
government control unn- 
ecessarily. The new information 
order, as currently envisioned, 
would do precisely that, and pos- 
sibly at the expense at dev- 
elopment. future cooperati on 
among nations, and that fluting 
but invaluable commodity, the 
truth.

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Did the T rojari War really take place ?

THE poetic quality of Homef s 
epic Iliad, /the description of the 
Trojan War, is imdisputed — but 
not so its hxstorka] content. For 
over a century, scholars have been 
Mining about whether the- war 
over the abduction of the . Bea- 
utiful Helen actually took place. 
Apparently it did. as new finds 
seem to prove for the first time. 

. Admittedly,; a quantity of arc- 
haeological material has been ass-' 
embled in the course of the 20th 
century proving that a fortified 
city was located at the entrance to • 
the Dardanelles around the time ' 
in question,' i.e. 1200 B.C„ and 
that it was destroyed at about this 
time. The economic, social, and 
political scene during those years 
also fits Homer’s descriptions. 
Even so, it was not until the aut- 
umn of 1984 that a German res- 
earch team, headed by arc- 
haeologist Professor Manfred 
KbrEmann, University of Tub- 
ingen, made the first finds sug- 
gesting that the great ' 10- 
year-long siege was a coalition of 
minor Greek princes against the 
mighty fortress of Troy, and that 
Its conquest was reality. 

The excavations are still in the 
early stages* and the' evaluation 
not even that far. And yet the dis- 
covery of a large burial ground on 
the beach at Troy — at the spot 
where Homer’s besieging forces 
dragged their ships up on to the 
shore and set up camp — is so. . 
surprising and seems to be so dir- 
ectly linked with Homer’s account 
of the hostile operations that the 
•archaeological world has now pin- 
ned great expectations to these - 
new discoveries. 

All Troy archaeology goes back 
to Heinrich Schtiemann who, in 
the last century, excavated His- . 

«arlik T thft gigantic hill nf mms and 


rubble; where, according to 
Homer, Troy was obviously sit- 
uated — and “recognised” it. as 
- Troy. There- are no’serioos doubts 
about this finding today. Nev- 
ertheless, the discovery of Troy 
does not prove that Homer’s Tro- 
jan War really happened. Num- 
erous — particularly Ger man — 
.archaeologists have long been of 
the ophiion that Homer merely 
assembled events from a later per- 
iod, orindividual reports from the 
Troy era , in his epic, which he tra- 
nsferred to the aty of Troy . Ame- 
rican researchers are inctined to 
regard the Iliad as a poetically tra- 
nsfigured description of actual 
events. This dispute is not purely 
academic, by any means; if the 
Head is based on actual events, it 
would be the oldest European 
“historical work” with written 
details (and even names) of life in 
the Mediterranean Bronze Age. 

Manfred Korfinaxm has long 
been concerned with the arc- 
haeology of the Trojan War. Pre- 
liminary investigations of the geo- 
political and transport situation at 
the entrance to the Dardanelles 
showed that Troy enjoyed a str- 
ategic position in world trade dur- 
ing the Bronze Age — the bulk of 
which took place between the 
Mediterranean and' the Black Sea. 
Like today, the entrance to the 
Dardanelles was obstructed by a 
constant outflow from the straits 
■ into tile Mediterranean. The usual 
cargo s ailing ships of that time, 
were only able to enter the straits 
during the short periods of pre- 
vailing south winds. Until such 
periods occurred, up to 300 small 
ships had to drop' .anchor in 
lee of the shore; Besik Bay, 8 kil- 
ometres from Troy as the crow 
flies and almost completely silted- 
, would have been 


From their lofty hill city, the 
Trojans would have been well able 
to constantly survey and, if the 
need arose, to attack this anc- 
horage area. Hence, .they had no 
difficulty in controlling Blade Sea 
shipping, were able to impose tar- 
iffs and staple dues — or even res- 
ort to piracy. It is obvious that the 
then far-trading Greeks were har- 
dly overjoyed at this situation: 
Troy was undoubtedly a thorn in 
the flesh for them and their col- 
onies in Asia Minor, and it seems 
quite feasible that they eventually 
joined forces to conquer Troy. It 
may well be that a breach of the 
law —such as the abduction of the 
beautiful Helen — by the Trojans 
provided the Greeks with a good 
reason forgoing to war with Troy 
— to preserve moral standards 
and legal security. 

Although these correlations 
make the Trojan War more pro- 
bable, they still do not prove that it 
happened in the form of a “Grand 
Coalition of the Greeks” as dep- 
icted by Homer. The fact that 
Troy was destroyed at the time of 
the Homeric War is $lso not irr- 
efutable evidence. It occurred 
about the time of an invasion by 
the Dorians, coming from the 
North, w hich allegedly put an end 
to the Golden Age of the Greek 
petty kingdoms. The destruction 
.of Troy could well stem from this 
invasion. 

In 1981, Korfmann decided to 
seek proof of the Trojan War • 
where the battles must have taken 
place and besiegers left traces. 
This was the aforementioned 
Besik Bay. Several huge burial 
mounds have long been known to" 
be there. They are allegedly the 
graves of Achilles and PatxocJus, 
the two Greek heroes. This was to 
be darified by a German dig in 
1924, which was never finish ed.

however. Today, we know that 
these mounds rave little or not- 
hing to do with the Trojan War. 

In a project financed by the 
German Arehaeological Institute 
and the German Research Ass- 
ociation, scientists renewed their 
excavations on the beach in Besik 
Bay in 1982, where Korfmann 
suspected the Greek ships and 
camp bad been located. After all, 
this beach was called the “Greek 
Beach" in ancient times. At last, in. 
late 1984. the dig “hit the na3 on 
file head,” to quote Korfmann at a 
special Iliad symposium in the 
USA recentiy. A large burial gro- 
und, full of urn graves, as was cus- 
torraiy at the time of the Trojan 
War, turned up beneath the sandy 
beach of the bay, near the Bronze 
Age coastline; there were cre- 
mation places from which the 
ashes ana bones were gathered 
into large day vessels. 

The dating of these burial finds 

the* great Homeric destruction of 
Troy happened. The periphery of 
the graveyard is situated a bare 15 
metres from the shore's edge; 
there are even stepping stones 
down to the water, i.e. a sign that 
relatives felt themselves linked 
with the sea rather than land- 
power Troy. It needs little ima- 
gination to picture this as the bur- 
ial ground of the Greek invaders 
— whose ships and tents were loc- 
ated cm the shone. Where else 
could the invaders from across the 
sea have buried their countless fal- 
len? 

At first glance, the fact that the 
only \#ell-preserved burial urn 
contained the re mains of two chi- 
ldren does not seem fit this int- 
erpretation. And yet, according to 
Homer, many women were pre- 
sent during the long years of siege, 
mostly "war booty” who “shared 
the men’s camp.” Children were 
inevitable. Even so, there is still a 
long way to go from the int- 
erpretation of this amazing find to 
final, scientific proof. But arc- 
haeology now seems well on the 
way to finally being able to say 
whether the Trojan War actually 
took place or not — The German 
Research Service. 


Sweet smell of success for Deneuve?

NEW YORK — As Catherine 
■ Deneuve tells it, she donned a lab 
coat and guided creation of her 
new perfume, and then had final 
say over its ultimate character. 

She chose the crystal bottle for 
.the perfume — called Deneuve — 
and picked its midnight bine box, 
which she stamped with her “per- 
sonal signature." Her face adorns 
the glossy magazine ads. 

Deneuve, actress, model and 
now fragrance designer, is seated 
in a Manhattan hotel suite, cas- 
ually dressed in a cream sweater, 
tartan plaid skirt and black sto- 
ckings. She is 42, and it is still easy 
to see why she has often been cal- 
led the most beautiful woman in 
the world. 

Deneuve's- 165-dollar-an- 
ounce fragrance is not sold in 
shops, not advertised on television 
and by all accounts will soar or 
crash based almost entirely on her 
image and ability. 

“If you don't like the perfume, 
it’s my responsibility, that’s for 
sure,” Deneuve told Reuters in a 
voice that said she was determined 
to succeed. 


After explaining the imp- 
ortance of image in selling one 
more fragrance to an already 
scent-soaked U3. market, Den- 
euve described the way women in 
America see her in a matter- 
of-fact way. 

“They see me as a classic Fre- 
nchwoman. Blonde. Sophisticated 
— not as much as they think — but 
very French, very feminine," said 
Deneuve, whose films have inc- 
luded Luis Bunuefs “Belle de 
lour." Francois Truffaut’s ‘'Mis- 
sissippi Mermaid" and “The Last 
Metro” and Jacques Demy's 
“Umbrellas of Cherbourg.” 

It was that same image, rad- 
iating from a younger Deneuve, 
that for years successfully sold 
Chanel and less successfully some 
other lines, one of which parted 
with her because research showed 
be r beau ty intimida ted cus comers. 

About a year ago she was sho- 
wing interest in representing still 
another line of perfume when she 
was approached about helping 
design a fragrance for a new firm, 
Parfums Phenix. The firm is a sub- 
sidiary of Avon, which markets its 
cosmetics and toiletries through 
sales representatives around the

“They wanted to have an image 
and they did the right thing — they 
got in touch with me before the 
fragrance was made.” she said. 

Deneuve said some of the basics 
for a new scent had already been 
done but she made most of the 
decisions. 

She found that success in this 
business does not come easily. She 
began her chore soon after she 
stopped smoking, giving her olf- 
actory senses a fresh charge, but 
found that still, “after a little 
whfle, it’s very difficult to smell 
anything.” 


She added: “It is difficult to 
know if a perfume is new, it's so 
psychological — what you smell is- 
not what I smell You get into a 
very emotional field.” 

The result is something she des- 
cribes as “semi-oriental and quite 
floral ai the same time." 

While Deneuve is already app- 
earing in magazine adverts lor the 
scent, no TV adverts are pl ann ed 
— a bold gamble in a business 
where several major new scents 
were unveiled last year alone, one 
of them with a SI 7 million budget 
that relied heavily on television. 

In another unusual tactic, 
“Deneuve" is being sold not in 
shops, but by telephone and trail, 
although Phenix officials say shop 
sales are a possibility in the future. 

Recently, Deneuve was chosen 
as a new model for the French nat- 
ional heroine “Marianne," rep- 
lacing Brigitte Bardot, and a poll 
found that the French ove- 
rwhelmingly see her as the most 
beautiful woman in France. 

“Ten years ago I don't think a 
40-year-old woman had the image 
she has today — today a woman 
40 years old is at the peak of her 
life as a woman.” she said. 


Japan urged to increase aid to Third World

TOKYO — Japan is being urged 
to use its windfall gains from col- 
lapsing raw material prices to fund 
a new “Marshall Plan” for the 
needy Third World. 

Top businessmen and eco- 
nomists say that such a scheme — 
modelled on the U.S. plan to reb- 
uild Europe after World War Two 
— will help ease the global debt 
crisis and deflect overseas cri- 
ticism of Japan's mounting eco- 
nomic strength. 

’‘Japan should make a sub- 
stantial increase in its dev- 
elopment assistance," said former 
Foreign Minister Saburo Okita, 
now an advisor to Prime Minister 
Yasuhiro Nakasone. 

Japan, which was lifted from the 
ruins of war itself by US. aid 40 


years ago, already plans to double 
its aid commitment by 1992 . It will 
spend 540 bflfion in the next seven 
years and government officials 
said it wonld be difficult to spend 
more. 

But Japanese businessmen and 
economists say more is needed 
because the collapse in raw mat- 
erial prices will boost Japan's eco- 
no ray and fDl its coffers at the exp- 
ense of those Third World nations 
which depend on the money from 
commodity exports. 

Economists said Japan's electric 
power, oQ and gas co mpanies will 
make hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars in extra profits due to the col- 
lapse in oil prices and the stronger 
yen. 

The strength of the yen, which 
has risen about 30 per cent against 
the dollar in the last five months, 
will slash Japan's import bill for oil 


and other key materials priced in 
dollars on international markets. 

Nissan Motor Co Ltd. Cha- 
irman Takashi Ishthara said pan 
of these windfall profits should be 
used to help developing nations. 
“These gains should be used for 
solving external friction." said Ish- 
ihara. who also heads Keizai Doy- 
ukai, a top Japanese business org- 
anisation. 

The chief of the giant Nomura 
Securities Company. Setsuya 
Tabu chi, also called for an inc- 
rease in Japan's official dev- 
elopment assistance (ODA) for 
the Third World. 

Okita said Japan should aim to 
boost development aid to at least 
one per cent of its gross rational 
product (GNP), which is the sum 
total of goods and services pro- 
duced. At present. Japan spends 
only 0.35 percentof GNP on such 


assistance. 

“The world financial situation is 
very precarious." said Daiwa Sec- 
urities Ltd chief economist Akio 
Kuhno. “Japan and other major 
countries must act to help the 
debt-ridden developing nations." 

Several bankers said a prime 
candidate for more help was oil 
producer Mexico, which has been 
battered by the price collapse. 

Okita said his call for increased 
aid to the Third World was gre- 
eted favourably by some parts of 
the government, but that the fin- 
ance rainistiy, which controls the 
purse strings, was less ent- 
husiastic. 

“Industrialised countries have 
to give much more economic aid 
and cooperation to developing 
countries," said the Finance Min- 
istry's director of overseas public 
investment. Mike Mima.

EC to diversify supply 

In Brussels, European Com- 
namity (EC) economics ministers 
said Tmusday the 12 nations 
wonU ccmtmtte tc®uraoe policies 
to diversify their energy sources 
despite the recent sharp drop in 
crude ofl prices. 

The mini st e rs said fa a sta- 
tement that there was no reason to 
adopt new specific Community 
policy measures now to bolster 
research and development of alt- 
ernative energy sources. 

Bat they agreed that fee ECs 
long-term policy goals of div- 
ersifyfag energy sources should be 
maintamed, especially since cur- 
rent market weaknesses were lik- 
ely to be temporary. 

“The redaction in the demand 
for o3 in fee EC since 1974 ref- 
lects tiae success of energy policy 
measures taken over fee past dec- 
ade,” the ministers said. 

“The substantial fall in oQ prices 
over die pastfew weeks should not 
have any significant detrimental 
short-term energy effects,” they 
added. 

But tiie minis ters warned feat a 
sustained fall in oil prices could 
have significant effects cm the ene- 
rgy restructuring performance of 
the EC. 

They said all industrial nations 
should adopt a consistent app- 
roach towards energy problems 
alnwl 0 i tile i mm ater ial meeting 
of tiie Organisation for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
(QECD) in Paris on April 17 and 
l8 and the Tokyo summit of seven 
leadeug' Western powers in May. 

Meanwhile, a European Com- 
miffiionsmdy, prepared for a mee- 
ting of EC energy ministers said 
wealthy Golf ofl producers are 
unlikely to withstand for long the 
pressure from poorer OPEC 
members to return to ofl pricing 
and production discipline. 

The study said OPEC would 
emerge strengthened if fee Gulf 
countries bowed to such pressure 
from their poorer partners. 

Wife none of die non-GPEC ofl 
producing countries seeming set 
to join OPEC or curb production 
to protect prices, cracks in 
OPECs firmness hre starting to 
show, fee study said. 

“It is difficult to see how the 
Gulf countries will be able to wit- 
hstand long fee demands by fee 
poorest members of OPEC for a 
bah to hostilities,” it said. 

If, however, fee Gulf countries 
wife to continue their contest wife 
non-OPEC producers, prices will 
continue to fall, wife a risk of a 
break-up of OPEC, it said. 

Norway resists pressure 

In Oslo, the Norwegian gov- 
ernment is showfag no signs of giv- 
ing in to increasing pressure from 
within and outside the country to 


cut erode oil putpot, officials said 
Thursday. 

Central bank chief , Mr. Her- 
mnd Skanland, joined opposition 
calls on fee conservative coalition 
to red^on Noiw^r’s one mflfion 
b/d output. He said Norway sho- 
uld reduce output to the 1985 
level of 740,000 b/d. 

Mr. Skanland said his appeal 
was not related to calls by OPEC 
to cut output. But Norway, he 
said, was too dependeaton cm and 
gas income and the recent drop in 
ofl prices demonstrated its vul- 
nerability. 

Government officials, however, 
told Reuters that long-term inv- 
estments in Norwegian ofl pro- 
duction had been made and 
short-term cutbacks were ext- 
remely difficult to achieve. 

Ofl and Energy Minister Kaare 
Kris tiansen has rwawirninpd Oslo’s 
official policy of refusing to int- 
ervene in the activities of ofl com- 
panies operating offshore Nor- 
way. 

Deputy Foreign Minister Tho- 
rbjora Froysnes told a meeting 
that OPEC was seeking “sca- 
pegoats” to blame for the collapse 
m prices. Norway, be said, should 
maintain its “long-term policy of 
moderation.” 

A spokesman for Norway’s 
state ofl company Statoil told Reu- 
ters prices had to fall “way below' 
current levels” before production 
cuts would be considered. 

The energy spokesman for the 
opposition Labour Party, Mf. HaJ- 
lvard Bakke, rejects the gov- 
ernment arguments, saying Nor- 
way’s production was too small to 
make any difference in prices. 
Signals from Norway feat it wis- 
hed to see higher crude prices 
cookl have an impo rtan t effect on 
the market, he said. 

Mr. Ole Gunnar Austvik , a res- 
earcher at Norway's state-funded 
Foreign Policy Institute, said a 
positive response to OPEC calls 
for cats would have important 
psychological effects on prices. 

Mr. Austvik said Norwegian 
pressure on fellow North Sea pro- 
ducer Britain and other Western 
European nations at least to Kstea 
to OPEC coold push prices back 
up without any output curbs being 
necessary. 

Industry sources said Statoil cut 
its monthly crude price to about 
$1930 a barrel in February, a 
$4.5 reduction on fee January 
price. 

The sources told Reuters Statoil 
expects to set a March price of 
between $17 and $18 a barrel but 
that agreement had not yet been 
reached. 

“They’re all sitting chi the fence 
at the moment" one source said, 
adding customers were waiting for 
the outcome of the current OPEC 
meeting in Geneva. 

A Statoil spokesman refused to 


changes, saymg the pnee was kept 
secret. 

The price Statoil gets for its 
North Sea crude has collapsed, 
from $2650 in December and$ 24 . 
in January, the sources added. 

Statoil offers ofl at up to $1 a 
barrel above spot market levels 
under its monthly fixing scheme, 
introduced at fee end erf 1984.

KOTA KINABALU, Malaysia 
(R) — Sabah’s troubled capftal 
was calm Friday after police arr- 
ested more than 1,600 mMtant 


Police said they fixed about 30 
rounds as Sikhs, some brandishing 
traditional razor-sharp swords, 
tried to breach police fines. 

Police and crack paramilitary 
troops had earlier failed to dis- 
perse the 6 , 000 -strong crowd with 
tear gas. 

It was the worst violence ever in 
die Punjab state capital and rep- 
resented a direct militant cha- 
llenge to the six-month-old mod- 
erate Sikh government of Chief 
Minister Surjit Singh Bamala. 

The assault followed a week of 
violence which prompted the Bar- 
nala government to seek 10 , 000 . 
central government police rei- 
nforcements. 

Extra police have been pouring, 
into the Sikh- majority state'smcei

Nearly 200 people have been 
killed in Punjab since September

Experts begin inquest into Human rights- activist 
aborted Ariane launch quits Haitian junta 


KOUROU, French G uiana (R) — 
An urgent inquest began into the 
dramatic aborted launch of an 
fiftane rocket carrying two sat- 
ellites, and Arianespace officials 
said they hoped to schedule a rel- 
aunch in eight to 10 days. 

The last-minute abortion of die 
launch, which was triggered by a 
failure of flight computers to reg- 
ister a crucial piece of data sec- 
onds before lift-off, came as a psy- 
chological blow to Arianespace. 

The flight was to be the first 
from a new second launchpad at 
the Koorou Space Centre. The 
pad was completed last summ er 
with the aim of doubling Ariane’s 
launch capacity to around 10 
flights a year. 

Arianespace President Frederic 
d’AIlest told reporters it was too 
early to blame the problem oa the 
launchpad. 

But he added that the. mal- 
function was “clearly a ground 
equipment problem.” which tec- 
hnicians hoped to identify within a 
few hours. 

While the aborted lift-off may 
only lead to a del ay of a few days in 
the launch, industry officials here 
feared that it could further und- 
ermine long-term confidence in 
the reliability of satellite launch 
systems. 

Despite Ariane’s success in put- 
ting two European scientific sat- 
ellites into orbit last month, foe 


memory of January’s U.S. space 
shuttle disaster is still fresh. 

And Arianespace itself had to 
blow up a rocket in fligh t last Sep- 
tember with the loss of two sat- 
ellites after it veered off coarse 
five minutes after foe launch. 

A successful re-launch would go 
a long way to allaying these fears, 
but Mr. D’AIlest warned that foe 
rocket would have to be examined 
very dosely before a flight could 
be authorised. 

He said that all force stages of 
foe rocket would have to be dra- 
ined of fuel. 

The third stage liquid oxygen 
and hydrogen tanks would have to 
be checked for damage they may 
have sustained in foe seconds after 
foe aborted lift-off, when tec- 
hnicians had to depressurise them 
rapidly. 

Space officials here were ple- 
ased and relieved with foe perfect 
fun ctioning of foe automatic com- 
puter safety mechanism which tri- 
ggered the launch abortion. 

But they were also aware that 
foe final seconds of countdown 
could have led to a potentially cat- 
astrophic xxpkskra, had the first 
stage main engines ignited whi te 1 
foe rocket was still attached to its 
nmhiliHil tower. 

“There wouldn’t have been 
much launchpad left,” one com- 
mented wryly. 


PORT-AU-PRINCE (R) — 
Human rights activist Gerard 
Gouxgue, generally seen as the 
most popular member of Haiti’s 
ruling junta, has resigned as jus- 
tice minister in apparent despair 
over reviving the economy. 

Looking strained, he left his 
post as justice minister and mem- 
ber of foe ruling National Council 
Thursday night, saying foe council 
lacked foe means to satisfy the leg- 
itimate demands of foe people. 

Mr. Gourgue’s resignation 
came at a critical time for the Nat- 
ional Council. Violence has inc- 
reased — the sound of gunshots 
ripped through foe aleoce of foe 
curfew Thursday night — and foe 
public has been denouncing most 
council members. 

l Tve been considering res- 
igning ever since Albert Pieanre left 


Haiti,” 60-year-old Mr. Gourgue 
said in Creole. 

Albert “TI-Boule” Pierre, 53, 
was Haiti’s chief of police and a 
notorious leader of foe Duvahdr 
dynasty’s private militia, foe Toil- 
ton Macootes.

Chile holds 120 protesters 


SANTIAGO (R) — Anti- 
government demonstrators threw 
up isolated barricades of rocks and 
burning tyres on foe outskirts of 
Santiago at foe end of an opp- 
osition “day for democracy” in 
which at least 120 people were 
arrested. 

Residents reported hearing exp- 
losions and occasional shooting 
and said some main roads were 
blocked. But barricades were few 
and far between and police and 
troops avoided dashes by staying 
out of foe city’s trouble-spots. 

Disturbances in foe centre of 
Santiago continued late into Thu- 
rsday night — more than nine 
hours after riot police broke up a 
symbolic poll to choose between 
dictatorship and democracy. 


Cartons turned into mock ballot 
boxes were soaked by police water 
cannon and thousands of ballot 
papers were scattered through foe 
city centre as demonstrators fled a 
barrage of tear gas grenades. 

Police sources said at least 120 
people were arrested, among 
them a dozen opposition leaders 
of trade unions, professional ass- 
ociations and political parties, but 
most were later released. 

G audio Hiiepe, vice-president 
of foe Christian Democratic Party,’ 
was admitted to hospital bleeding 
from the eye after being struck in 
the face by a water cannon jet. 

Police said three of their officers 
were slightly hurt in foe dis- 
turbances, which spread to two 
university campuses.

VIENNA, Austria (AP) — For- 
mer UN. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim said Friday that a per- 
sonnel file found after a search of 
Foreign Ministry records exo- 
nerated him of ties- with foe Nazis 
in his youth. 

Mr. Waldheim said oh an Aus- 
trian radio prog ramme foe 
file supported his previous sta- 
tements that he had ta ken part in 
riding exhibitions with foe NS- 
Riding Corps, which was later aff- 
iliated with Hitlers Stunn Abt- 
eflung (Storm Troopers), but that 
he was never a member of the Nazi 
group. 

The abbreviation NS stands for 
National Socialist, which is sho- 
rtened in G erman as Nazi. 

“The riding corps was not an SA 
organisation, nor did it impart 
membership in it,” said Mr. Wal- 
dheim, a candidate fix president 
in the May 4 election. 

Waldheim’s office said a doc- 
ument in the file contained a que- 


stionnaire he had filled out in 
1945, when he was applying for a 
job in foe Foreign Ministry, Aus- 
trian television reported late Thu- 
rsday. 

In die questionnaire, Mr. Wal- 
dheim listed membership in foe 
riding group, foe report said. 

The World Jewish Congress, 
the New Yoik Times newspaper 
and Austria’s Profit news mag- 
azine have cited other documen ts 
showing that Mr. Waldheim was 
listed as a member of the brown- 
shirted SAin 1938. Mr. Waldheim 
has said the listing was a bur- 
eaucratic mistake, probably due to 
his membership m the Riding 
Corps. 

. Prospective public servants 
were routinely investigated for 
Nazi ties m foe postwar years, and 
Mr. Waldheim has maintained 
that files of his investigations cle- 
ared him at that time. 

Bat a week ago, ministr y off- 
icials said the 1945-1970 part of 


Mr. Waldheim’s file was missing 
from their archiyes. The ministry 
said Monday that the missing pap- 
ers had been found, kicked away 
in a file cabinet that had not been 
used for years. 

“The NS Rider Corps did not 
belong to the NS DAP, but was an 
independent, self-standing org- 
anised group of tire consular aca- 
demy,” Mr. Waldheim was quoted 
as saying m the daifyNeue Kronen 
Zeitung. 

It was later automatically inc- 
orporated into foe SA, Hke the 
Catholic Riding Gub and the 
Kampagnereiter," a society riding 
club, Mr. Waldheim was quoted as 
saying.

In a major speech to a mass rally 
to mark: International Peace Year, 
Mr. Zhao urged the United States 
and the Soviet Union to. take the 
in dismantling their midear 
arsenals. 

“The turbulent international 
situation indicates thatthe danger 
of war is yet to be removed,” he 
said. 

Mr. Zhao called on foe two sup- 
erpowers for “simultaneous and 
balanced reduction and on- 
foe-spot destruction of medium- 
range oudear-nussfles deployed in 
Europe and Asia.” 

This would create favourable 
conditions for an international 
conference to discuss further mu>. 
tear disarmament and.Mhrough 
destruction of midear weapons, 
he added. 

He said China had not con- 
ducted nudear tests in foe atm- 
osphere for many years and would 
not carry out such tests in future. 

Mr. Zhao said international 
agreements on the complete pro- 
hibition of space weapons and des- 
truction of chemical weapons sho- 
uld be concluded as soon as pos- 
sible. 

He said China needed a pea- 
ceful environment for several 
generations to approach or catch 
up with developed countries eco- 
nomically.
